local board 
was in communication 
with Jesse Eschbach, 
state 
con­ 
scription agenty today asking what 
to do. The state agent informed the 
board that there was nothing to do 
but write the district board urging 
a little more speed and then if re­ 
sults were not 
obtained 
for the 
local board to pick 26 men for the 
trip. 
The board in picking 26 men will 
have to be careful not to go too far 
down the list as somae one might be 
sent to the camp at Louisville who 
was not entitled to go in this in­ 
crement. 
With the date 
definitely 
net as next Friday, the men should 
have the official notice at this time. 
It puts the men in a ¡bad situation 


a s they do not 
know 
where 
they 
etand. 
The board here, if word is 
not received shortly, 
may 
ask for 
volunteers to make up the 26 men, 
but even then this "would be a diffi­ 
cult task as the rules 
provide that 
no one not entitled to go in this list 
shall be sent. 
In the official notice notifying the 
local board that the date for send­ 
ing the 40 per cent quota is Sept. 
21, the local board is urged in so 
far as possible 
to 
maike 
the list 
contain electricians, cooks, mechan­ 
ics, clerks or stenographers.

be 
followed 
very 
closely here as the board will 
not 
¿ikely know who 
is 
going only a 
short time before the departure and 
it would be impossible to select the 
men asked for in the communica­ 
tion. 
The men going on this 
trip to 
Louisville are urged by the govern­ 
ment officials not to wear low shoes 
and should carry suit cases if pos­ 
sible. 
The men leaving after 11:30 
o’clock in the morning should have 
had their lunch, according to 
the 
official order. 
The local board received a letter 
this morning from Eli Kinney, who 
was in the first 
increment to go to 
Camp Taylor, telling the board that 
hereafter 
it would be best not 
to 
supply the men leaving 
here with 
lunches 
but

restaurant and fed before going on
